As on in- 
stance, on the night of tho second day of the 
Wilderness fight, whon Sedgwick's corps had 
boon broken and affairs worn extremely crit- 
ical, Gen. Grant sat in his headquarters and 
listened to fast coming reports of disaster 
and trouble and gave his orders with as 
much precision, coolness and judgment as 
though ho had been studying that particular 
situation for two months. 


"I never saw him angry but once, and 


that was whon ho saw a soldier clubbing a 
horse ovor tho head. 
He seized tbo mun 


and told him he was a bruto and had him 
properly punished. I never hoard him utter 
an oath. 
He was giftod with an endurance 


that tho members of his stall colled pho- 
nominal and which the world is now begin- 
ning to realize. I havo known him to ride 
a day and a night through tho mud and rain 
and come iu with a freshness that put 
3'oungor men to tbe blush. 


"Ho was a man who never winked at tho 


shriek of Hying shells, or bullets, and the 
only ono of two men I ever saw who would 
not involuntarily do so. The other was 11 
bugler. Gou. Grant was another Rip Van 
Damd, a man of tho people. 
It Is said that 


with ten ripe years before him, such a man 
should be taken and I think tbe loss will 
be more appreciated by tho piople as timo 
goes on."
